To take off the disagreeable shine 
from worn garments lay a wA cloth 
over the shiny place and then rub with 
a hot iron, not allowing the cloth to 
become wholly dry under the iron or 
It •will leave its mark. The cloth shoul.d 
be kept steaming.

Tile Chimney and the House. 
There is one thing In the construction 
of a house which Should have careful 
attention, yet seldom gets it—the chim- 
y ney. If you want a good one, you will 
^ probably have to engage a competent, 
disinterested person to Supervise its 
construction. Every chimney should 
begin in the cellar and have the points 
■well filled and smoothed on the inside. 
If It is not double coursed, it ought to 
, be inclosed by galvanized Iron boxing 
. in the attic. This boxing should reach 
from the lo-wer edge of tlie Joists to 
the top of the rafters and may be made 
in sections like a stovepipe for con¬ 
venience. With such chimneys and a 
slate or metal rOof an attic fire would 
be a rarity indeed.—Good Housekeep¬ 
ing.

Tlie Only Way Im to Jar—Why Spray- 
Inir la Not Liked. 

“The only w.'iy” to treat curculio, as 
told, by Mr. J. H. Hale before a society 
of horticulturists, Is reported as fol¬ 
lows; It is to jar the trees and then 
burn the curcujlo. It looks like a some¬ 
what expensive operation to Jar a lot 
of trees for curculio; but, systematical¬ 
ly arranged, you can go oyer the whole 
orchard in a very short time and do it 
every day in the week as long as it is 
necessary. We are not troubled very 
much with them in our neighborhood 
In 1896 and 1898 we were troubled 
with them in Georgia, and we Jarred 
50,000 trees one day and then 50,000 
the next, and we kept it up for seven 
weeks and got the orchard practically 
free from cnreullo, while neighboring 
orchards lost 55 to 60 per cent of their 
crop from them. One man will carry 
the circular frame aud another a club 
padded with rubber. 

It does no good to jar these trees 
When the sun is too warm, as the cur- 
culios become too lively and frisky and 
■will not remain on frames. We Jarred 
from early in the morning until about 
10 o’clock, and then we would'begin 
again about 3. They would stay on this 
tray until we got to the end of the row, 
where we had a tin box to put them in. | 
We kept account of this expense, what 
each row cost us. We kept this up un¬ 
til we got them down to seyenty-five 
from the row. The most they got at 
one time was 400 to the row. There 
were a good many barrels we gathered 
up and burned. We mix the curculio 
with kerosene oil, and it does not re¬ 
quire much burning. 

I think it is the general experience 
of those who have sprayed that they 
have not met with any marked success. 

I do not dare to use too much on my 
trees. I have sprayed them to my sor¬ 
row. Either bordeaux or arsenic will 
cause the foliage of peach trees to drop 
if used of much sti-ength. The foliage 
of the Japanese plums is subject to be¬ 
ing attacked with shot hole fungus, 
and, while their foliage is not as tender 
as that of the peach, the use of arsenic 
or bordeaux weakens the resisting 
force of foliage as to shot hple fungus. 

I have taken almost all the foliage off 
the trees at different times. "With ex¬ 
cessive proportion of lime In the solu¬ 
tion the evil of using It can be partially 
overcome, but then the solution is too 
thick to'be applied well; so, after all, 
Jarring Is the best, cheapest and most 
effective of any method I know of as 
against the curculio.

The passengers of the Ounard

The announcement comes from 
Kansas City that the construction 
of “the largest cotton mill in the 
■'it^orld” has been begun in that city. 
The mill will have 500,OCO spindles, 
and 12,000 looms and will employ 
4r,000 operatives. 

The contractor who has under¬ 
taken to complete the Iron Bange 
extension of the Wisconsin & 
Michigan Bailroad, threatens to 
throw up the work because of 
the terrible pest of mosguitos 
which make it almost impossible 
to get labor in that section. 

It is announced that an engineer 
in the Canary Islands has discov¬ 
ered a method of extracting elec¬ 
tricity from the atmosphere with¬ 
out the use of chemicals, dynamo 
or motive force. This is what 
Eranklin did with his kite, but the 
question arises, “Is the newly dis¬ 
covered method commercially 
practicable?” 

Dr. John B. Murphy, dean of 
Bush Medical College, character¬ 
izes the 762 deaths from appendici¬ 
tis in. Chicago within the past 
three years as a “colossal crime”, 
claiming that practically all might 
have been saved had they been 
diagnosed and rendered surgical 
treatment in time. 

The prospective series of “Talks 
to the Public” which Mayor Low 
of New York Expects to publish 
should be productive of much good. 
They will familiarize the public 
with the diihculties which stand in 
the way of municipal reform and 
should serve to enlist public inter¬ 
est and co-operation. 

Prof. Lupton of Leeds, recently 
declared before the Institution of 
Mining Engineers, that the gold 
held in solution in the oceans of 
the-world amounted to $30,000,000 
each to evei’y man, woman, and 
child on the face of the earth. Ai 
method of extraction would cer -1 
tainly prove a profitable inven¬ 
tion. 

The erection of statues to the 
foreign heroes who rendered as¬ 
sistance to the United States in 
her military necessities is not 
without its commercial aspecL 
As these monuments serve to pro* 
mote good feeling between this 
country and the lands from which 
the heroes came, so they serve to

MELON GROWING. 


Items In the Prodnctlon of the Fa- 
mom Hocky Ford Melons. 

Both watermelons and cantaloupes 
succeed best in a dry, hot climate, and 
here at Rocky Ford we have the ideal 
place to mature each to perfection. The 
moisture is practically all applied by 
irrigation, and the season is long 
enough to give ample time to secure a

full crop, and by this I mean to allow 
from six to eight weeks of ripening sea¬ 
son, says, a correspondent of Orange 
Judd Farmer in describing the growing 
of melons. After touching upon plant¬ 
ing he says: I use a two row, pivot 
wheel cultivator with which to do most 
of the horse cultivating and begin as 
soon as the melons are planted, not 
waiting for the plants to come up. 

Osreful tests have proved, that one 
cultivation a week will develop twice 
as much available nitrogen as compar¬ 
ed with one cultivation in two weeks. 
Cultivate deep and get farther away 
from the hills as the vines grow, as the 
roots grofv as fast as the vines. I keep 
the cultivator going as long as I can 
get through the field, using a nine tooth 
cultivator drawn by one horse to finish 
the work, so that within, a few days 
after the last plowing the vines cover 
the ground. 

The first handwork should be done 
with a rake three or four days after 
planting and consists of lightly raking 
the Surface of each hill, taking care not 
to go deep enough to disturb the seed. 
This hinders the grass or weeds and 
enlivens the soil. The first hoeing is 
done as soon as the plants are well up 
and should be very thorough. The 
plants should first be thinned out so 
that six to eight remain, and leave 
them about fwo Inches apart. ,Stir the 
soil thoroughly aroun4. the hiiJ and 
draw fr^sh mellow earth up to the bot¬ 
tom leaves of the plants. 

The grower must then water lightly, 
after whloh the furrows are plowed in 
and must be made again for each suc¬ 
cessive watering until the last plowing, 
when- they must be carefully plowed 
out and left for future waterings. The 
second hoeing is done when the plants 
have • four to six leaves, and .at this 
time the bills are thinned to two plants, 
taking care to select the strongest, 
standing well apart. The hoeing is 
done the same as before. 

Care must be taken not to water too 
often, as the plant gets into the habit 
of looking for surface moisture and 
starts no long taproots, while if forced, 
to go down after the moisture it be¬ 
comes .much more hardy, and produces 
a firmer melon of better quality. 

The third aud last hoeing is done 
when the vines average about eighteen 
inches long and can be easily lifted 
with the left hand while the soil is 
stirred about two inches deep and 
drawn to the roots with a light hoe in 
the right baud. 

Early in the season if bothered by 
the small striped beetle we dust the 
plants with fresh slaked lime by put¬ 
ting a small quantity in a loosely wov¬ 
en burlap sack and shaking it over the 
hills. If bothered later by the melon 
louse, I saturate the affected hills with’ 
kerosene and then spread straw over 
them and burn all the lice. 

The vines must not be pulled, as the 
lice will drop Off on other vines and 
then continue to spread. In order to be 
able to destroy these at once when they 
appear It is quite necessary to Iqok 
after all of the field at least twice a 
week. 


Fighting: the Cncamber Beetle. 

The ‘larva of the cucumber beetle is 
subterranean ln llftbit. It is.:a slender, 
worinlike creature,' white with a dark 
‘.head, and it attacks the., roots and 
bores Inside the* fetems bf tile plants. 

Good: success In treatlngqt has been 
obtained by covering the young plants 
with a square of cheesecloth, kept 
raised by two flexible sticks crossed at 
right angles and with the ends stuck 
in the ground. ’ The cheesecloth is held 
down easily by putting some earth on 
the edges. By the time the plants 
have grown so as to require the re¬ 
moval of the covering, many of the 
first tarood-of the beetTe will bftVfe dis¬ 
appeared, As an insecticide parls 
green with land plaster (one pound to 
•fifty) dusted over the plants has prov¬ 
ed more effective than several others 
which have been recommended. But 
when the Insects are in very l,irge 
numbers the plants are gi'adun'lly eat-J 
en up, although large numbers of the ;l 
beetles’ are destroyed,.

Ou Sunday, June 15, three men 
who got into the stumps upon the 
lake at Oxford were upset, and 
but for the presence of mind of W. 
R, Parris, who with his son John 
was rowing down from his cottage, 
would have been drowned. Mr. 
Parris heard the splash and then 
cries, and called to them to cling 
to the boat which they did until 
they were reached and pulled into 
bis boat. They are very grateful 
to their preserver.

CONCERNING POTATOES. ’ 

Crown or Stem jSitd Eyes For Seed# 
Poimlar Varieties. 

“Although in tbe Unitefi States it is 
generally understood that tbe crown 
or seed end eyes are tbe best, j'^et there 
has been a controversy in England 
upon the subject of seed, some claim¬ 
ing for a number of years that tbe 
stem end only should be planted and 
that these furnished a larger and con¬ 
sequently a better potato.” .So says a 
National Stockman correspondent, and 
be explains this difference as follows: 

It is well known that tbe eyes on 
the seed end are much more numerous 
than on tbe stem end. It has been tbe 
clistom generally until recently and 
is still tbe custom except by a few to 
cut off tbe seed end and to put two 
or even three of these pieces to each 
hill. This, of course, gives a large 
number of stalks to each hill, while 
the stem end, having not. half as many 
eyes, Has only had two or three pieces 
to the hill, the stalk, of course, being 
equally less iu number. 

Aud now, of late years, a few per¬ 
sons have fouud out that tbe bill of po¬ 
tatoes with only two or three stalks 
gives a larger and consequently a bet¬ 
ter potato than the hills having many 
stalks. Therefore, the stem end men 
have got the largest and best potatoes 
because they have less stalks in tbe 
hills, as they have less eyes. It is 
claimed of late years by those who 
have tested It that large potatoes only 
should be selected for seed and that 
only oiie eye should be kept on each 
piece aud only two piece.s used for a 
hill if you want large marketable po¬ 
tatoes. 

You always find your largest pota¬ 
toes whea there Is only one large vine. 
One great secret iu potato cultivatioU 
is not to have too many eyes in one 
piece and to cut large ones for seed. 1 

Alva Agee in the journal mentioned 
says as to seed potatoes; Carman No. 

3 gains in popularity among growers 
year by year. There are other varie¬ 
ties of the same type equally good. 

I asked one experimontor’s opiuiou of 
them, aud he replies: "Carman No, 3, 
Sir Walter Raleigh and Banner stand 
very close together in yield, and I do 
not consider the difference is sufiictent 
to warrant much odds in choice. Whl- 
ton’s yields a little better 

than any of the others, but perhaps no 
more first class tubers.” 

AU Improved HffiicplAnt. 

Dr, B. D. Halstedf the New Jersey 
state botanist, considers the crossing 
which he has effected between two 
sorts of eggplant-^uaraely, the Long 
Purple and the New York Improved— 
a study of substautlal value. The fruit 
of the first named parent, while of 
high quality, was small, and the plant 
lacked productiveness, fifiie other par¬ 
ent, while i)roliUe, was of low quality, 
and the shape of tlie fruit was unde¬ 
sirable. In tbe cross tho fruit Is largo, 
long, boll shaped, especially well adapt¬ 
ed for slicing aud cooldug and of flue 
quallLv, To this is added a remarka¬ 
ble vigor of plant, combined with ear- 
ilnoss and productiveness. It still re- 
mains to fix the breed, and should it 
prove to be as fine as It has been it 
will be a decided acquisition, Tho egg¬ 
plant IS worthy of mote attention than 
it receives. ^ ^

Price o£ Binder Twine. 

Binder twine is higher this year than 
for the past twelve years, with the ex¬ 
ception of ISOS. Wholesale prices are 
about one-third higher at the present 
time than a year ago, and there has not 
been a time for years past when twine 
was as scarce in the Chicago market. 
If the harvest should be light or if the 
growth of straw is not heavy, there 
will probably be no material advance 
over present prices and tbe supply of 
twine will be ample, If, however, we 
should have seasonable rains tbrough- 
I o];t tbe counti’y, resulting in a rank 
growth of straWi there is likely to be a 
twine famine, for the simple reason that 
there is not twine enough in the coun¬ 
try to bind a heavy harvest.—Farm; 
Field and Fireside.
